Applicants hereby request that the Commissioner issue a Certificate of Correction 
regarding the above-identified U.S. patent as set forth on the attached Form PTO/SB/44. The 
error specified on this form is an error which is the fault of the Patent and Trademark Office and 
is believed to be of a material nature. 

The Notice of Allowance mailed March 19, 2009, determined that the patent term 
extension was 0 days (attached as Exhibit A). Applicants' attorney filed a Request for 
Reconsideration of Patent Term Adjustment on March 22, 2009 (attached as Exhibit B). At that 
time, the correct patent term adjustment was 147 days as calculated under 37 CFR § 1.704(a). 
The Office of Petitions agreed that Applicants were correct and granted the Request on April 14, 
2010 (attached as Exhibit C). 

The Issue Notification mailed April 28, 2010, showed a patent term adjustment of 689 
days (attached as Exhibit D). Applicants' attorney believed that this was an error by the Patent 
Office and contacted the Office of Patent Legal Administration. Per conversation with the 
Office of Patent Legal Administration, it was determined that the correct patent term adjustment 
should be 550 days.

177 days for the late mailing of the first Office Action; 

403 days for days beyond the 3-year filing date as calculated under Wyeth based 
on the 30 month deadline date of April 10, 2006; 

less 30 days of applicant delay; 

which leaves a total patent term adjustment of 550 days . 

The patent issued on May 18, 2010, with a patent term adjustment of 689 days (attached 
as Exhibit E).
